ever, the case seems to have looked d if­ 
ferent to him Whether it was because lie 
was to ty* the first president inaugurated 
at the new eapitol. or because of an uu 
willingness to disappoint the large num ­ 
bers of fn> friends and partisans who 
had assembled to honor him, is not 
clear, but the fact is that lie did permit

Bessemer can afford to regard the trou­ 
b les of that period of his life with com­ 
parative 
indifference, though lie has 
since had more ample reason to cherish 
a dislike tor all British governments 
;tnd politicians. But his disappointment 
m this instance taught him a verv salu­ 
tary lesson. 
When lie made tin* g eat 
discovery of hi.* life— that b y which it 
is possib le to convert pig iron into steel 
b y a simple and inexpensive pro« e,- — 
lie kept lus discovery a secret.

the Bessemer process came 
into use steel could not he b ought under 
A'nO a ton, and its price prohib ited its 
use in numb erless depart mcnts of indus­ 
try where it is now considered essential. 
At that time, too, only 51.000 tons of 
cast steel wen* produced in Sheffield in 
a y ear. 
In Isb ’J. 88,546 tons of steel 
were manufactured in th« * world every 
day according 0'tln* Bessemer process, 
the selling price ]K*r ton averaging 
perhaps. 
It is chiefly due to Sir Henry 
Bessemer that one is almost ¡is safe on a 
modern ocean steamship as on land, and 
that th« ? modern structure 
o f steel is 
nearly as imperishab le a* the Py ramids. 
Such a « ii.seovery , it might b e sup­ 
posed, would b e hailed w ith enthusiasm 
b y those interested in the iron trade of 
(•Treat Britain.
